G.S.R. 380 (EV“' ^ hereas certain draft rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
were published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 
1954) with the notification of Government of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health), 
G.S.R. 306(E), dated the 4th June, 1997 in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), dated 
the 4th June, 1997 inviting objections and suggestions from the persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of 
a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which the said notification was published, 
were made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette of India w ere made available to the public on 20th June, 1997; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public on the said draft rules have been considered by 
the Central Government. 

Now, therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, the Central 
Government after consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (10th Amendment) Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, except rule 3, clause (a). 
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clause (c) and clause (d) of rule 4, rule 6 and rule 7 which shall come into force after one year from the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 22, in 
table, in serial number 10, for the words ‘'wheat flour*', the words “wheat flour (maida) and suji" shall be 
substituted. 

3. In the said rules, for rule 24, the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“24. Extraneous addition of colouring matter to be mentioned on the label —Where an extraneous 
colouring matter has been added to any article of food, there shall be displayed a statement in capital 
letters, just beneath the list of ingredients on the label attached to any package of food so coloured, as 
below :— 

^CONTAINSPERMITTED NATURALVAND* 

SYI^TIIETIC^ COLOURS^ 

(♦Strike out whichever is not applicable). 

Note: — If such a statement is displayed, the colour used in the product need not to be mentioned in the list of ingredi¬ 

ents”. 

4. In the said rules, in rule 32,— 

(a) after the proviso to clause (b) the following proviso, shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided further that when statement regarding addition or colours or flavours are displayed on the 
lable in accordance with rule 24 and rule 64 BB respectively, addition of such colours or flavours need 
not be mentioned in the list of ingredients: 

Provided also that in case both colour and flavour are used in the product, a combined statement in 
capital letters shall be displayed, just beneath the list of ingredients on the label attached to any pack¬ 
age of food so coloured and flavoured, as below

COLOURS AND ADDED FLAVOURS^ 

(♦Strike out whichever is not applicable)'' ; 

(b) in clause (f), for the fifth proviso, the following proviso, shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Provided also that in case of package or bottle containing sterilised or UHT milk, soya milk, 
llavoured milk any package containing dhokla, bhelpuri, pizza, dough nuts, khoa, puneer or 
any uncanned package of fruits, vegetable, meat, t1sh or any other like commodity, the date,, 
montli and year in which the commodity is manufactured or prepared or prepacked shall be 
mentioned, on the label; 

Provided also that in case of package containing bread, particulars under this clause need not 
be specified; 
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Provided further that in case of package containing confectionery weighing 20g. or less, the 
particulars under this clause need not be specified’*; 

(c) after clause (h) and before explanation I, the following clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

'"(i) the months and year in capital letters, upto which the product is the best for consumption, in 
the following manner, namely

Provided that in case of wholesale packages in corrugated boxes and wooden cases, the particulars 
under clauses (b), (c), (f), (g), (h) and this clause need not be specified; 

Provided further that in case of pacl^age or bottle containing sterMied br OHT milk, soya milk, flavoured 
milk, any package containing bread, dhokla, bhelpuri, piza, doughnuts, khoa, panecr, or any uncanned 
package of fruits, vegetable, meat, fish or any other like commodity, the declaration be made as

Provided also that, notwithstanding anything contained the sub-rule (2) of rtWe 1, in case of the pack¬ 
age containing bread this clarhi'fc shall come into force afti^r the expiry 6f two years from the date of the 
publication of these rules in Official Gazette : 

Provided also that in case of package containing confectionery weighings20g. or less the particulars 
under clause (i) need not be specified”. 

(d) after explanation 1, the following note shall b? inserted, namely ;— 

“Note : In case of any bottle containing liquid milk, liquid beverage having milk as an ingredient, soft drink 
ready-to-serve fruit beverages or the like which is returnable by the consumers for refilling where 
labelling declarations are given on the crown, declarations with regard to addition of fruit pulp, juice, 
colour, flavour and artificial sweetener (whenever permitted under these rules) shall invariably appear 
on the body of the bottle”; 

(e) after explanation V, the following explanations and Note shall be added, namely 
“Explanation VI—“Wholesale package” means a package containing— 
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(a) a number of retail packages, where such retail packages are intended for sale, distribution or 
delivery to an intermediary and are not intended for sale direct to any consumer; or 

(b) a commodity of food sold to an intermediary in bulk to enable such intermediary to sell, distribute 
or deliver such commodity of food to the consumer in smaller quantities. 

Explanation VII™ Prepacked commodity with its grammatical variations and cognate expres* 
sions means a commodity of food with or without the purchaser being present, is placed in a 
package of whatever nature so that the quality of the commodity contained therein has a predeter¬ 
mined value and such value cannot be altered without the package or its lid or cap, as the case 
may be, being opened or undergoing a perceptible modification. 

Explanation VIII— 


(i) '‘Best Before” means the date which signifies the end of the period under any stated storage 
conditions during which the product will remain fully marketable and will retain any specific 
qualities for which tacit or express claims have been made. However, provided that beyond the 
date the food may still be perfectly satisfactory. 

(ii) In addition to the date of best before, any special conditions for the storage of the food shall be 
declared on the label if the validity of the date depends on such storage. 

Note—The expression ‘package', wherever it occurs in these rules, shall be construed as package containing prepacked 
commodity of food articles”. 

5. In the said rules, for rule 36, the following rule shall be substituted, namely 

“36, Principal display panel, its area, size and letter, etc*—(1) Principal display panel means that 
part of a label which is intended or is likely to be displayed, presented or shown or examined by the 
customer under normal and customary conditions of display, sale or purchase of the commodity of food 
contained in the package. 

(2) The area of the principal display panel shall not be less than— 

(a) in the case of a rectangular container, forty percent of the product of height and width of the panel 
of such container having the largest area ; 

(b) in case of cylindrical or nearly cylindrical, round or nearly round, oval or nearly oval container, 
twenty percent of the product of the height and average circumference of such container ; or 

(c) in the case of a container of any other shape, twenty percent of the total surface area of the 
container except where there is label, securely affixed to the container, such label shall gave a 
surface area of not less than ten percent of the total surface area of the container. 

(3) In computing the area of the principal display panel, the tops, bottoms, flanges at top and bottoms of 
cans, and shoulders and necks of bottles or jars shall be excluded. 

(4) In the case of package having a capacity of five cubic centimeters or less, the principal display panel 
may be card or tape affixed firmly to the package or container and bearing the required information 
under these rules. 

(5) The height of any numeral in the declaration required under these rules, on the principal display panel 
shall not be less than— 

(i) as shown in Table—1 below if the net quantity is declared in terms of weight or volume.

(a) Where any label information is blown, formed or moulded on a glass or plastic surface or whcie siich 
infonnation is embossed or perforated on a package, that information shall not be required to be pre¬ 
sented in a contrasting colours; 

(b) Where any declaration on a package is printed eitlKr in the foim of a handwriting oi t and ^^cript, such 
declaration shall be clear, unambiguous and legible. 

(8) No declaration shal be made so as to require it to be read through any liquid commodity contained in the 
package. 
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(9) Where a package is provided with an outside container or wrapper such container or wrapper sliall also 
contain all the declarations which are required to appear on the package except where such container or 
wrapper itself is transparent and the declarations on the package are easily readable through such outside 
container or wrapper-” 

fi. In the said rules, in rule 64 BD for the words, “there shall be written on the label”, the words “there shall be 
written just beneath the list of ingredients on the label” .shall be substituted.

Note —If such a statement is displayed, the flavour used in the product need not be mentioned in the list of ingredienfs”. 

8. In the said rules, in Appendix B, in iiem A. 29,01, for the words, “It shall also be free form Chloral hydrate 
and paraldehyde”, the word.s, “It shall also he free from chloral hydrate, paraldehyde, sedative, tranquilizer 


and artificial, sweetener” shall be substituted.
